IMPORTANT NEW DEVELOPMENTS 


TYENDINAGA | 
CONTROVERSY 


A recent disclosure by Chief 
William J. Brant has changed 
the focus of the present con- 
troversy on the Tyendinaga | 
Reserve. The dispute first arose 
over the establishing of the 
Tyendinaga Mohawk Company, 
which operates on the Reserve 
under « ‘=de.c: charter and is 
engaged in the manufacture of 
shoe uppers for the Bata Shoe 
Company. 

The controversy progressed 
from disagreements over the 
new company, to a more per- 
sonal battle with the elected 
chief. 

Chief Brant has been the 
subject of numerous attacks by 
the opposing "dissident" faction, 
who have been very vocal in 
their disparagement of a chief 
who would allow a corporate 
structure to operate on the 
Reserve. The chief and present 
council have been described os 
a "Department's" council, hand 
in glove with the politicians 
in Ottawa, and working against 
the best interests of the Mohawk 
People. 

Now, however, it appears 
that the present chief and 
council were not instrumental 
in setting up a corporate structure 


on Tyendinaga, but that it was, 


| in fact, the previous chief and 


council who originally made the 


| application to the C.E.S.O. 


Economic Development Organis- 
ation to incorporate a company 
called Tyendinaga Mohawk Ltd. 
The Band Council resolution 
was * 367 and was dated Sept. 
12, 1973. William J. Brant 
was serving on the council at 
that time, and he moved the 
motion. The motion was then 
seconded by Willard A. Hill. 
The reason for this original 


company was that, at that time, 
the Mohawks were negotiating 
the purchase of Hawley Bros. 
Ltd. That deal fell through 
(Hawley Bros. has since been 
purchased by Pre-Confederation 
Furniture Ltd.) so that when the 
negotiations with Bata Shoes 
began, the Band already had a 
charter, which was applied to 
the new business. 


Under the original in- 
corporation, the chief was to 
be president of the company, 
and the band council the dir- 
ectors. 

When this year's referendum | 
vote showed that the majority of 
the Mohawks did not favour band 


ownership, then o new slate of 
officers wos appointed for the | 
company.

fe GARDENING 


A tree may be the focal 
point of your living room this 
Christmas, but azaleas, poin- 
settias and other growing things 
make particularly appropriate 
Christmas decorations. 

The azalea, a shrubby 
evergreen, produces flowers in 
Christmassy shades of red, white 
and lavender, as well as pink. 
It does best in an east window 
at a temperature of 55 to 60° F, 
and should receive a thorough 
watering at frequent intervals . 

From early December, 
poinsettias in a wide colour 
range of red, dark re, pink, 
and white, should be available 
at your garden or flower centre. 
Keep your poinsettia in a well 
lighted spot at about 65° F 
Its bottom leaves may yellow and 
fall off if it is in a drafty loc- 
ation or if its roots are allowed 
to dry out. 

Red or pink blooming 
Reiger begonias last for weeks 
in moist, well drained soil. 

Keep them at 70° F during the 
day and not lower than 55° F 
at night. 

The cyclamen with its 
red, white, pink or mauve | 
flowers, requires frequent water 
and planty of light. If it is 
kept at about 65° F during the 
day and 50° F at night and 
fertilized sparingly a few weeks 


after it has been purchased, it 
should last for several months 
after Christmas. 

For an unusual touch to 
your Christmas decorations, try 
a kalanchoe. A short plant 
with groups of tiny, red flowers, 
it may need water as often as 
three times a week and does 
best at 70° F

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From the Editor's Desk 
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TO THE MOHAWKS OF THE 
BAY OF QUINTE 


This issue of the Scanner 
is dedicated to the celebration 
of Christmas, the festival of love, 
peace and goodwill towards our 
fellow men. It is sad that at 
this, of all seasons, there should 
be disagreement between our 
Mohawk neighbours. 

During the past few weeks 
we have published many articles 
and statements from both sides of 
the argument, and now in this 
last issue before the referendum 
vote on December 28, we would 
like to take the liberty, as out- 
siders, with no axe to grind on 
either side, to re-state, as clearly 
and simply as possible the issues 
at stake in this dispute. 

He In September of 1973 

the Mohawk Band Council agreed 
to apply for a charter to establish 
a limited company, owned and 
operated by Indians. The com- 
pany was to be set up in the town 
of Deseronto, but it was still to 
have been Indian owned, it would 
have paid taxes on its profits to 
the provincial government and 
the cheques for those taxes would 
have been signed by Indians. 
This application was made before 
Bill Brant was elected chief. 

The deal to buy Hawley 
Bros. fell through. The new 
Band Council then set up the 
Tyendinaga Mohawk Company 
Ltd. on the reserve. After a 
referendum vote, which estab- 
lished that the Mohawk People 
did not favour band ownership, 
the Brant brothers took over the 
company as a private ownership. 
Tyendinaga Mohawk Ltd. will 
pay provincial taxes on its profits, 
the cheques for those taxes will 
be signed by Indians. 

Does it make any dif- 
ference whether an Indian signs 
cheques for taxes to the provincial 
government on the reserve or off? 
138 A limited company or 
corporate structure, is like a 
person without a body, a legal 


"ghost" born, in this case by 

the provincial government. The 
provincial government has no 
jurisdiction over Indians. The 
whole point of a limited company 
is that it has limited liability. 
That means that if the company 
goes bankrupt, the owners are 
only responsible for paying their 
employees. The assets of the 
business can be sold to cover 
debts, but the owners are pro- 
tected, so that their houses and 
private property cannot be sold 
to cover business debts. A lim- 
ited company is a legal orrange- 
ment to protect the owners. There 
are limited companies on several 
reserves. 

Do you consider this 
legal "person" created by the 
provincial government (which 
has absolutely no authority over 
the Indian People) to be an 
Indian or a non-Indian? There- 
fore, is it an Indian who is 
paying taxes to the provincial 
government, or is it a non-Indian? 
The company pays taxes on its 
profits, not the employees of the 
company, which include the Brant 
brothers. 

On December 28, you 
are going to be asked whether or 
not you want an election. That 
really means, are you satisfied 
with the present chief and council. 

The main dissatisfaction 
with the present elected chief and 
council is that they have allowed 
a limited company or corporate 
structure, owned by Indians, to 
open on the Reserve. The motion 
to establish a limited company 
was passed by the previous council 
and implemented by the present 
one. 

Do you want to elect 
a new chief and council who 
would move the limited company 
off the reserve, or are you satis~ 


| fied with Bill Brant and his council? 


There are other questions 
to take into consideration. The

question about lowering the 
voting age is one that everyone 
can figure out. 

Another question to face 
is how much do you trust the 
department of Indian Affairs? 
The department helped to organize 
the original corporation, does 
that make it OK? Can you 
trust the government not to take 
a mile if it is given an inch - 
in other words, can you trust 
them not to force more taxes 
on the Indians, once there is 
a source of taxes on the reserve, 
if it is legally possible ? 

Also consider that the 
Tyendinaga Mohawk Company 
Ltd. employs 40 people. All 
but four are Indians. 

Above all, we as con- 
cerned outsiders would urge you 
to vote, no matter what side you take. 

Forget the personal insults 
red herrings and implications 
that have been made Forget the 
background politics which are 
an obvious part of this struggle. 
Look at the issues thoughtfully, 
make up your mind carefully, 
and then VOTE. Remember it 
may be that only the other side 
will bother to turn out for the 

election - if none of your sup- 
porters vote, your opposition 
could gain a majority at the polls.

as much care as light summer 
clothes. 

Woolens break down. into 
two main groups — treated 
and untreated. Look for the 
care labelling in your garment 
and find out right away which 
group it falls into. 

If the label is Superwash or 
Wurlanized, this means the 
wool has been specially treated 
to be easy care. Wool proces- 
sed in this way is also sold 
under various other trade 
names. 

Treated wool garments look 
like other woolens, but do not 
shrink, mat or pill when 
machine-washed. Processes 
vary, but your best guide is the 
hang-tag or label bearing wash- 
ing instructions. Follow these 
faithfully and you should have 
no problems. 

Untreated woolens and wool 
blends can be cared for at 
home without damage if a few 
simple rules are followed. Dis- 
regard of these rules can result 
in shrinking, matting, pilling or 
felting. Once wool has been 
damaged, there is no way of 
restoring its original softness. 

Wool fibres can be damaged 
by extreme treatment. Laundry 
products that are too alkaline, 
too hot water, sudden tempera- 
ture change of water, chlorine 
bleach, harsh handling — all

these will result in damage for 
woolens. 

Hand launder woolens in 
lukewarm water (about 85 
degrees Fahrenheit) with a 
mild detergent or a special 
product for washing wool. Pre- 
treat spots with a bleach sub- 
stitute such as Borateem-Plus 
before placing garment in the 
washing water. Allow pre- 
treatment to remain on fabric 
only a few minutes. 

Soak garment in wash water 
a few moments, handling as 
little as possible. Drain off the 
soapy water and squeeze out 
the remainder gently. Then 
soak garment in two changes 
of clear rinse water at the same 
lukewarm temperature. 

Squeeze out and roll in a 
towel to absorb excess mois- 
ture. Hang garment to dry 
away from sunlight or lay flat. 

Most woolens need no iron- 
ing, but if you feel it is neces- 
Sary, steam press on a low 
setting or use a damp cloth. 

Following these simple in- 
structions should keep your 
woolens looking their best for 
many years. When treated with 
care, wool will retain its 
Springy texture, and often out- 
last synthetics

Tree Radiates Yule Meaning 


The Christmas tree, a uni- 
versally recognized symbol of 
the merriest season, radiates 
the meaning of the Christ- 
mas story. 

For many people, the tree 
recalls the atmosphere of the 
holiday home and thus re- 
flects the joyful warmth of 
the season. 

As a religious symbol, the 
tree with its lights and 
greenery represents both the 
story of the garden of Eden 
and the belief in Christ as 
the “Light of the world.” 

Although only a century 
and a half old in America, 
the custom of the tree has 
a history that is measured 
in many centuries. The fore- 
runner of today’s Christmas 
tree was seen in medieval 
miracle plays, which were 
produced as religious instruc- 
tion for the illiterate — in 
an era when illiteracy was 
common and the ability to 
read a rarity. 

A play about Eve's eating 
the forbidden fruit in the 
garden of Eden was enacted 
with only one prop on stage, 
a single, apple-laden fir that 
became known as the Para- 
dise Tree. The play ended 
with the promise of the com- 
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how 2 mid-shaped frames of light, 
symbolizing the birth of 
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Christ as the Light of the 
world. 

Early efforts to combine 
the Paradise Tree and the 
Christmas Light pyramid are 
recorded in manuscripts from 
Germany dating to the 16th 
century, collected by the 
Hallmark Cards research li- 
brary. 

The first tree was thought 
to have been brought to the 
United States by Hessian 
soldiers during the American 
Revolution. These homesick 
soldiers and other immi- 
grants carried the tree 
throughout the country, 

The tree that is common 
today is a combination of the 
religious elements, The ever- 
green with glass, plastic or 
metal balls hanging from it 
is the Paradise Tree with its 
apples. Lights, tinsel, angels, 
a star on top, ornaments and 
other “good things” reflect 
the Christmas Light.

As young actors and ac- 
tresses of this community 
rehearse their roles for their 
special Christmas play or 
pageant, they take part in a 
custom treasured through 
the ages. 

Since the Christmas story 
first was told, mankind has 
sought and found countless 
ways to create it again and 
anew, in song and story, in 
art and drama. The modern 
Christmas pageant, a fea- 
ture of church observances 
in communities near and far, 
may well trace its history to 
early religious dramas — the 
mystery, miracle and moral- 
ity plays of the Middle Ages. 

Where did church drama 
actually begin? One possible 
source is the tradition of the 
Christmas crib or manger 
scene, but scholarly research 
indicates that medieval re- 
ligious drama probably had 
other, separate origins, ac- 
cording to the editors of En- 
cyclopedia Americana. 


Easter Plays Came First 


Representations of the 
manger scene began with the 
use of doll figures, and his- 
tory offers no evidence that 
people were ever substituted 
for the dolls, Living “actors” 
did, however, play a part in 
some early elaborations of 
church rituals. 

In the 10th century, spe- 
clal chants written to accom- 
pany church music on festi- 
val occasions began to take 
the form of simple dialogues. 
These were little more than 
dramatic inserts in the 
church services, but here, re- 
Searchers believe, religious 
Plays had their start. 

Easter dialogues and play- 
lets probably came first, with 
Christmas plays developing 
as a natural result. Other re- 
ligious dramas or mystery 
Plays soon followed, until 
there were series or cycles of 
Plays devoted to telling the 
entire story of the Scriptures. 


Covered Many Subjects 
Mystery cycles of the 16th 


century included as many as 
40 dramas, which might be 


Dramas 


presented over a period of 
several days. The cycles de- 
veloped in virtually every 
European country. 


Typical plays dealt with 
such subjects as “The Crea- 
tion of the World and the 
Fall of the Angels,” “Noah 
and the Flood,” “The Annun- 
ciation,” “The Passion of 
Christ,” “The Death of Pi- 
late,” “The Resurrection and 
Ascension,” “The Harrowing 
of Hell and the Coming of 
Antichrist.” 


Along with the mystery 
cycles were miracle and mor- 
ality plays, Miracle plays re- 
counted the miracles of the 
saints, while the moralities 
presented allegorical mes- 
sages of moral instruction, 
with characters personifying, 
for instance, Vice, the Devil 
or specific vices such as Glut- 
tony, Pride, Anger, Hatred.

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(2 Chistmas Safety Tips 


In the hope that Canadians 
can enjoy the Christmas holiday 
season without accident or mishap, 
the Canada Safety Council draws 
attention to the twelve safety tips 
for Christmas trees: 

1. Buy a fresh tree, with 
springy branches and tight green 
needles. 

2. Keep it outdoors in 
water or snow until ready to set up. 

3. Saw off at least two inc 
inches of the trunk, diagonally. 

4. Use a water reservoir 
tree holder, and keep it filled. 

5. Keep the tree away 
from drying and heat sources such 


as radiators, registers and fireplaces 
6. Use only UL or Canadian 


Standards Assn. approved lights in 
good repair. 

7. Use only fire-proof 
decorations if possible. 

8. Do not place elec- 
trical toys under the tree, except 
wrapped or in boxes. 

9. Secure top of tree 
with wire or fine string if there 
are very young children or pets 
in the home, to avoid tipping. 

10. Consider using an 
artificial flame proof tree. 

11. Remove the tree to 
outdoors as soon as possible. 

12. Never burn a Christ- 
mas tree in the fireplace. 

The idea of making the 
Christmas tree flame retardant 
appeals to us all, and each year 
various organizations publicize 
do-it-yourself treatments. 
Usually the solution suggested is 
the borax/boric acid compound. 
According to the National Fire 
Protection Association, this 
treatment is satisfactory when 
used for the temporary fire- 
retarding of cellulose fabrics 
such as cotton and rayon, but is of 
of little value when used on a 
Christmas tree. The needles of 
the tree do not soak up the 
chemical as a fabric does, nor 
can they be readily coated on 
all sides, 


The only sure method of 
flame retarding natural trees is to 
completely immerse them in an 
Underwriters Laboratory listed tree 
fire-retardant, and no private 


individual would be expected to 
go to such trouble and expense. 

The Council therefore 
suggests that the above safety tips 
should be clipped out and used 
when needed.

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Frostbite: one of winter’s 
most dangerous weapons

Many are cold but few are 
frozen, goes the old adage. Or 
something like that, anyway. 

For despite the duration and 
Chilliness of Canada’s winters, most 
Canadians manage to insulate them- 


selves from it pretty effectively. | 


They go from heated homes to 
heated cars to heated offices, and 
back again. Those uble to afford it, 
flee to warmer climes for as long as 
they can. 

But people who choose to come 
to grips with winter — or who are 
forced to —can find it a powerful 
adversary. 

Perhaps its strongest weapon is 
frostbite. 

Frostbite is something you might 
associate with Scott of the Ant- 
arctic, but it can happen just as 
easily to the unwary skier, snow- 
mobiler or anyone else who ven- 
tures outdoors in winter, anywhere 
in Canada. 


What is frostbite? It’s a freezing | 


of the tissues caused by ice crystals 
forming between the cells, and it 
affects blood vessels, muscles and 
nerves. 

It can be painful, and it requires 
prompt treatment. What that 
means, say doctors, is gradual 
warming of the body either through 
insulation with coats and blankets, 


drinking hot liquids or taking a 
warm bath. Even in mild cases of 
frostbite, the victim should then go 
to a physician to see if further treat- 
| ment is needed. 

Obviously. preventing frostbite is 
a happier solution: dress warmly 
and completely, avoid exposure to 
extreme cold. And try to enjoy 
winter sports with others, rather 
than alone. That way, if help is 
needed it'll be there. 

Prevention isn’t quite as easy as 
it sounds, though, because frostbite 
can sneak up on you. For one thing, 
the wind may appear to bring tem- 
peratures down to much lower 
| levels than those claimed by your 
weatherman, Zero degrees faren- 
heit and a 40 mph wind can be the 
equivalent of —35°F (-37.2° Cel- 
sius) on a still day. 

And frostbite really isn’t a bite at 
all. Sometimes you don't even 
notice it at first and may realize 
only some time later that whatever 
part of you is frozen — usually the 
nose or ear — has lost all sense of 
feeling and become hard to the 
touch. 

Believe it or not, people in 
warmer countries envy us our win- 
ter. Canadians, more than most, 
should be aware of winter's oppor- 
tunities — and its hazards. 

Winter safety, like water safety, 
means preparation and anticipation. 
And common sense.

On Sunday, December 22, at 
10 p.m. local time, the CBC-TV 
network will carry a Special 
on alcoholism “Drink, Drank, 
Drunk” starring Carol’ Burnett. 

The show is directed at the 
families, friends, co-workers and 
employers of the alcoholic. In 
a series of tragi-comic skits, 
music and down to earth talk 
Miss Burnett and other well 
known personalities tell the 
viewer how to recognize the 
alcoholic, how to deal with the 
problem, and above all, where 
to go for help. 

Miss Burnett sets the frank 
tone for the hour special when 
she confides that her parents 
died of alcoholism at age 46. 

The show was funded with 
a grant from the 3M Company 
but will carry no commercial 
messages of any kind. The pur- 
pose of the show is to acquaint 
the co-alcoholic with the avenues 
of help that are available. 

Television stations across the 
network are cooperating with 
local Al-Anon groups by airing a 
local telephone number where 
Al-Anon members will be stand- 
ing by to offer immediate help 
for those who need it. 

When “Drink, Drank, Drunk” 
was aired on the PBS network 
in the U.S. this fall, stations and 
Al-Anon representatives were 
deluged with calls for several 
hours during and after the show. 


The disease of alcoholism in 
Canada is a costly one. The 
Canadian Alcohol and Drug 
Addiction Foundation estimates 
the cost to Canadian industry at 
$2 Billion annually. It is also 
estimated that there are nearly 
one million alcoholics in Canada 
and they in turn affect the lives 
of 4.5 million others in their 
immediate families or place of 
work. 

The reasons for 3M funding 
specials like “Drink, Drank, 
Drunk” and its predecessor “WD 
Blues” are summed up by the 
Executive Vice President and
